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Mission Sunday sharing call 


We've done well—but best to come

Catholics in the San Diego diocese are still 
above average in the nation in their Mission 
Sunday gifts, according to the 1974 totals 
released by the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith. 


And Father Anthony Chylewski, diocesan 
missions director, hopes that this Sunday, 
Oct. 19, Catholics will want to share even 
more in the world mission of the Church. 


- “LAST YEAR ON Mission Sunday parish 
families here gave an average of $1.52 per 
family,’’ Father Chylewski said, ‘‘for a total 
of $161,105 for the one collection.”’ 


Additional good news was a substantial 
increase in total contributions for the year, he 
added. ‘‘People in the diocese gave a record 
$453,363 for 1974, more than $100,000 above 
the 1973 figure of $325,460. 


“It’s the best we’ve ever done,’’ he added. 
‘“‘But we-also have to remember that the 
Third World countries whom we help are 
suffering greater loss of spending power than 
we are through terrible inflation. 


“‘CHRIST LIVES among us...help us tell 
the world,’’ is the theme of this year’s 
Mission Sunday appeal. The day is set aside, 
he said, for “‘the Church, as the living 
community of the faithful, to pray and to offer 
material support for the many -needs~ it 
encounters each day through the service of 
its missionaries.”’ 


Mission office statistics show that St. Rose 
of Lima parish, Chula Vista, contributed the 
most, as it did in 1973 and 1972. Its total was 
$17,266. Following were St. Brigid’s, San 
Diego, $15,501; Mary, Star of the Sea, La 
Jolla, $12,946; St. Joseph Cathedral, San 
Diego, $12,621, and St. Vincent, Sun City, 
$9,673. 

Seven parishes exceeded $6,000: St. Mary, 
Escondido, $6,878; Holy Rosary, San 
Bernardino, $6,865; St. Francis de Sales, 
Riverside, $6,825; Our Lady of the Valley, 
Hemet, $6,774; St. Didacus, San Diego, 
$6,709; Sacred Heart, Coronado, $6,676, and 
Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon, $6,560. 

THROUGH THEIR gifts to the Holy 
Childhood fund, parochial school children 
gave $88,232, and CCD students raised their 
total by $2,000 to $16,938. Four high schools

contributed a total of $1,898, led by San 
Diego’s Academy of Our Lady of Peace with 
$1,064. 


Father Chylewski pointed out other areas 
where donations showed a sizeable increase. 
Mass offerings of $2,127 in 1973 increased to 
$13,336. Donations and designated gifts 
almost doubled, from $96,117 to $174,593. 
And legacies more than doubled, up to 
$27,574 from $9,800 the previous year. 


“Of course, this means that we can 
increase our field support for missionaries. 
We can give Latin American priests $15,000 
this year,’’ he said, ‘‘whereas we could 
appropriate a little more than $5,000 from 
1973 donations. So we really are making 
progress. 


**MISSIONARIES, realistically and simply, 


are men and women filled and overflowing 
with the good news of ‘abundant living’ to be 
shared with others. 


“But on the practical side,’’ Father 
Chylewski said, ‘‘these expressions of 
service need material assistance. Schools, 
homes, hospitals, chapels and relief pro- 
grams are material things we need to ‘tell the 
world’ that there is more to life than the often 
tragic conditions in which we exist.’’ 


Churches in all U.S. dioceses will offer 
special prayers and Masses for the missions 
and missionaries this Sunday, in addition to 
taking up the annual collection for Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith.

Parishes begged: take more refugees

Even though the parishes and people of the diocese 
have earned second place in the nation by helping to 
resettle 416 refugee families totaling 1,473 people, ‘‘it 
is not enough,’’ according to Msgr. Mark Doran. 

““We are begging parishes who haven’t sponsored a 
family to take one, and we are begging parishes who 
have sponsored a family to take another one,’’ pleaded 
the director of Catholic Community Services which 
operates the diocesan refugee resettlement office. 

MSGR. DORAN said nearly 8,000 refugees remain at 
Camp Pendleton Marine Base near Oceanside and 
explained that the government will close down the 
Pendleton refugee facility, Oct. 31. 

Those refugees without sponsors when the camp is 
closed will be shipped to Fort Chaffee, Ark., the only 
government facility that can offer barracks heated for 
the winter. 

He explained that the diocesan refugee office will 


continue operating until next summer at least, ‘‘but 
this is our last big sponsorship push before Camp 
Pendleton is closed.”’ 


EMPHASIS IS being placed on parish sponsorship 
for several reasons. ‘‘First it is much easier and quicker 
to check the qualifications of a parish as a sponsor,”’ 


. according to Msgr. Doran. 


“Secondly, most of the families remaining at Camp 
Pendleton are large families of 15 or 16 people.. 
Realistically, sponsorship of a large family can only be 
handled by a parish. 


“And finally, many of the families remaining consist 
of elderly people and mothers with small children. They 
have no wage earner to contribute to their support,” 
Msgr. Doran said. ‘‘These are the families who need 
the most help and they are the ones hardest to place 
with sponsors.”’

Dr. H. Giles Schmid is 
angry. Because ‘‘American 
citizens are being deprived of 
their rights,’ he is in a 
fighting mood. ‘‘The fight for 
school aid is over, now is the 
time to fight for constitution- 
al rights,’’ he said. 


In his case, the straw that 
-broke the camel’s back was 
the Meek decision handed 
down by the U.S. Supreme 
Court last May. 


IN THAT ruling the court 
said that Pennsylvania could 
provide textbooks for non- 
public school children, but 
other education aids and 
services could not be provid- 
ed in-the interest of separa- 
tion of church and state. 

“The issue is not aid to 
nonpublic schools. The issue 
is that taxpayers are being 
discriminated against on the 
religious 
choices,’’ said Dr. Schmid, 
diocesan superintendent of 
schools.

Americans ‘lucky but generous’

Financially speaking, Americans do not 
know how lucky they are, observes Sister 
Trinitas Koop, a missionaty in the central 
African nation of Malawi. 


As Missionary Sunday, Oct. 19, approach- 
es, her opinion, formed midway through a 
nine-month fund-raising tour of the U.S., 
Canada and Europe that began last April, is 
timely. f : 

_ SISTER TRINITAS seeks $120,000 to build 


a cement and steel school that will withstand ~ 
‘both Malawi’s rains and ‘‘white ants that ~ 


will devour anything in their path,’’ 


“At first I felt it would be a bad time to 
seek funds here because one hears 
Americans complain so much about the 
current economic pinch,’’ said the 62-year- 
old bundle of energy, a Missionary Sister of 
Our Lady of Africa for the last 36 years. ‘‘But 
apparently those complaints are grounded in 
the fact that Americans don’t know the 
difference between want and need.’’ 


She pointed out that in Malawi 15 per cent 


of the people make $500 per year and an- 


unskilled worker earns 35 cents a day. Most 
of the people, 95 per cent, live in mud and 
grass huts. 

WHILE IN San Diego, Sister Trinitas is 
the houseguest of Dr. and Mrs. Herbert 
Sorensen, parishioners of St. Mary Magda- 
lene parish. 

Mrs. Sorensen is a nurse, and she and her 
husband first met Dutch-born, grey-habited 
Sister Trinitas in 1963 at the Likuni hospital 
complex operated in Malawi by the 


“ missionary sister’s community. 


The Sorensens worked there until 1966. 
They returned last year to spend another 12 
months via a grant from the Permanente 
Medical Group which provides doctors the 
funds to leave their practice for a year for 
education or charitable work. 


Sister Trinitas first came to Africa from 
her native Holland 36 years ago working in 
several of the 15 countries served by her 
community. 


BEFORE LONG she was stationed’ in 
Likuni, Malawi, formerly Nyasaland, and 
began working in a one-room dispensary as a 
nurse and midwife. ‘‘In my first six years 
there,’’ she muses, ‘‘I delivered more that 
5,000 babies. Then I quit counting.’’ 


She also watched 70 per cent of those 
‘babies die from malnutrition, and decided to 
do something about it. 


She developed a cheap, protein-rich 
porridge made of maize, ground nuts and 
beans now endorsed by the UN, Dutch and 
Malawi governments. 


DESPITE ITS wide acclaim, Sister Trinitas 
says the impotant factor about her porridge 
is that it has helped halve the number of 
babies dead through malnutrition. ‘‘Now 
only 35 per cent die,’’ she explains, ‘‘but 


~ that is still too many.’ 


She is now matron (administrator) of the 


‘hospital complex which has developed into a 


200-bed hospital with four doctors and a

dentist as well as a training facility for 
nurses, midwives, lab technicians and dental 
assistants. 


Her community maintains the hospital 
complex with help from the Dutch and 
Malawi governments. The school Sister 
Trinitas seeks to finance will be operated by 
a society of native African sisters founded 
independent from, her 
community. 


_ “THE HOSPITAL buildings are new and 


‘modern, though simple,’’ she explains, 


““because-we have outside sources of help. 
But the sisters who will operate the school 
have no help.’’ 


And that is why Sister Trinitas is touring 
the U.S. But she doesn’t stop at just seeking

the money to build the school. ‘‘Construction 
will start the middle of next year,”’ she said. 
“And we also need a contractor or someone 
skilled in the building trades to oversee 
construction.”’ 


But she gives fair warning that such a 
person willing to use his time and talents to 
help build the school, won’t get rich. ‘‘We 
can provide housing and a_ subsistence . 
salary,’’ she said, ‘‘but that is about all.’’

life,’’ Dr. Schmid said. ; 

‘The San Diego diocese,”’ 
he said, ‘‘operates. three 
pre-school programs paid for 


by the federal and state_ 


governments. To run these 
programs, which provide 
secular services with no 
religious component, the dio- 
cese gets $500,000 annually 
from the government. 


“BUT AS SOON as a child 
from one of these programs 
enrolls in any school that has 
a religious component, he 
loses his right as a citizen to 
all aid for the secular 
education provided in that 
school. 


“It is remarkable that 
government aid can come to 
us directly for pre-school 
programs, but not for par- 
ochial school programs. That 
is discrimination on the basis 
of religion,’ Dr. Schmid 
insists. 


The Supreme Court, he 
feels, is building a history of 
denying citizens their right to 
religious choice by denying 
them access to their own tax 
money dedicated to the 
education of U.S. citizens. 


.. FREEDOM OF speech is 
also at stake, according to 
Dr. Schmid. ‘‘In its last three 
decisions relating to aid to 
nonpublic schools, the Su- 
preme Court has said that 
the Church cannot speak for 
its people because such

their freedom of speech 
through labor unions, trade 


right in the area of educa- 
tion.”’ 

What is the answer, then?

“We are going to have to 
form religious _ liberties 
groups and pursue a series of 
legal cases in the Supreme 
Court to force it to be 
consistent in supporting the 
freedoms guaranteed by the 
Constitution.”’

On Mission Sunday 


On this Mission Sunday [Oct. 19] we would 
like to confirm you, missionaries, in the 
certitude of your vocation. The mission, that is 
the announcement of the gospel to all peoples, 
is not outdated, it is not optional. It is based on 
divine plan, on the theology of salvation, on the 
constant teaching of the Church and the recent 
solemn decrees of the-Second Vatican Council. 


We wish to assure you, sons and daughters, 
that you are not alone. The Church is with you. 
We hope that the whole Catholic Church, upon 
hearing these words, will support them 
wholeheartedly. We are sure that our voice will 
awaken in every faithful heart support for our 
beloved missions. 


We turn, therefore, to our priests, especially 
parish priests, and to all the faithful and we ask 
them for their solidarity with the missionary 
cause. We ask them to understand you, to 
support you, to be united with you, brothers 
and sisters, who, to bring to faraway peoples 
the name and salvation of Christ, have made 
yourselves the vehicles of missionary activity, 
an activity that is free and generous, often 
unknown and heroic, and which costs you a 
total sacrifice of yourselves. 


Our mind is turned to the new and often. 


difficult missionary situations in which you find 
yourselves. At one time the great difficulty was 
that of penetrating among peoples often 
-‘mistrustful and hostile. Today’s difficulty is 


that of staying in regions which have become 
conscious of their own culture and traditions 
and which no longer appreciate the presence 
and activity of foreign missionaries. 


In many countries there has grown up a 
national. consciousness which considers mis- 
sionaries incompatible with the traditional 
customs, religion and ‘‘authenticity’’ of the 


local people. From this comes the great . 
objection: ‘‘The missionary is not needed; he is 


no longer necessary.’’ 


Dear and venerated heralds of the gospel, be 
assured that your choice has not been 
mistaken, your efforts have not been in vain; 
your sacrifice, whatever its immediate result 
may be, has not failed.

After the best part of four days covering the events 
of the Canon Law Society, as | did last week, thereisa 
danger of becoming immersed in legal technicali- 
ties and Latin tags. Not that the Church’s legal 
brains are inhuman. Far from it. They showed 
compassion and a realization of the needs of people 
troubled by canonical procedures which may, to 
them, appear archaic and irrelevant. 


All the same, it was with some relief that | took 
the Thursday evening to see the movie The Hiding 
Place, the true story of evangelist Corrie ten Boom 
and her remarkable faith. It was a_ useful 


_counterbalance to a week which seemed at times to 


indicate that the Church is more concerned with 
laws than with faith and people. The Church is not, 
of course, though the canonists have to be 
constantly aware of the constitutional aspects of our 
living faith. 


Compassion and concern 


There is compassion and concern among canon 
lawyers for the people and such problems as 
“‘illegal’’ second. marriages, nullity proceedings 
for marriages, the needs of minorities, the 
counseling of those to be married, the need to 
explain Church changes more effectively. The 


conference ranged over these and many other 


subjects, and not least, a major presentation on 
behalf of the needs of women and women religious 
in the Church, given by Immaculate Heart Sister 
Margaret Brennan. She presented a very scholarly, 
well researched and worded— and well delivered— 
document. (See page 6.) 


She made a particular plea for the needs of 
cloistered nuns, and among her attentive audience 
was a group of Carmelite nuns in full habit (photo 
above).

Mass in the ballroom 


The ballroom at the Hotel del Coronado has seen 


some notable events, but it was certainly a 


transformation for its stately elegance to be a 
center for Mass with Bishop Gilbert Chavez as 
principal concelebrant with about 200 priest 
lawyers. These priests are the chancellors, 
marriage tribunal advocates and other leading men 
of dioceses across the country. 


_ Bishop Chavez took the opportunity in his homily 


to say that Mexican-Americans or Chicanos find 
_‘‘law has no value if it is not deeply in accord with 


life itself.’” He said that ‘life comes first for us, in 
all its intensity. Next comes the law, only as a 
means to make life more beautiful.’’ 


From my vantage point as deacon to the bishop 
for the Mass | watched the canonists as this earnest 
bishop spoke about the aspirations of the Chicanos 
in a Mass dedicated to Our Lady of Guadalupe. He 
spoke against using pulpits for personal and 
political attacks and said that he and 13 other 
priests once walked out from a Mass in which he 
alleged a bishop in Los Angeles insulted Chicano 
priests. 


Perhaps there is a lesson we can apply nearer 
home in this. Reports which reach this desk from 
several parts of the diocese speak of the anguish of 
laity who find some priests using the pulpit today to 
attack the Church and its authority because it does 
not conform to their aspirations. | even heard 
recently of a cursillo ‘‘rollo’’ being used by a priest 
to attack the hierarchical Church of which he is a 
member. 


Share your love with others 


We were talking...about the need to 
declare ourselves, where we stand, 


what we believe, what we desire. 


It is in the expression that ideas and 
beliefs are given form and substance. 
Often we may not even be aware what 
we think or believe until we are forced 
into some statement or affirmation of 
the principles which direct us. 


At times we may be amazed at the 
thoughts and insights which emerge 
when we are pressed for a declaration. 
It is almost as though they were not 
the product of our minds, but come 
into. existence as the words were 
spoken. 


POLITICIANS understand the im- 
portance of the spoken commitment. 


Their campaign stands are in effect: 


promises, declarations of purpose, of 
direction, belief. 


Father Don C. Benjamin, 0 Carm, 
cites the difference between the 
spoken and unspoken commitment as 


the difference between man and 
beast. The making of covenants, 
promises and agreements is an 
essentially human process. 

John, who chose his words careful- 
ly, begins his gospel with the verse: 
‘In the beginning was the Word; the 


Word was with God and the Word was — 


God.’’ The Word was and is Christ, 
the human expression of God’s love 
and commitment to men. 


LOVE, COMPASSION, concern, 
commitment: become real-only when 
expressed, either in words or actions. 
They assume an identity and confirm 
our own identity only when offered. to 
others. 


“Nothing belongs to you until you 
give it away,”’ a friend often tells me. 
Only when you have voiced it to 
someone else does-an experience, 
belief or opinion become integrated 
into your personality. Only then does 
it acquire a true value, an authentic 
form. 


Unexpressed emotions, unidenti- 
fied impulses, nonverbalized concepts 
are at best nebulous, elusive things. 
There is nothing to grasp, nothing on 
which to reflect. 


A CHRISTIAN’ who does _ not 
proclaim his Christianity is little more 
than a contradiction. Christ professed 
his faith with every breath he drew. 
When he spoke, it was in affirmation 
of his existence in the Father and the 
Father’s in him. 

He lived as an expression of God’s 
love. This. is the Christian calling. To 
live as an expression of love, as a 
profession of faith. 


But always there is the requisite of 
honesty. Often we do not mean what 
the words say. How many times does 
that most beautiful and fundamental 
declaration ‘‘! love you,’’ actually 
mean ‘‘Love me. | need you to bolster 
my self-esteem. | need your admira- 
tion to build my self-image. | will be 
nice to you so that you may be nice to 


me and make me feel good’’2 


IT IS NEVER enough only to say 
that we love. It is not enough to say 
that we are Christian. The claims 
must be defined—and they must be 
defined in words which speak to us as 
much as to others. 


This Sunday, as the appeal is made 
for the support of missions and the 
missionary endeavor of priests, religi- 
ous and laity in territories we may 
never visit, we have the opportunity to 
translate our claims to love into 
action. ; 

This year, once again, we have the 
opportunity to speak of charity in 
more than words, and reach out the 


hand of fellowship and concern. 


IT IS A VERY solemn and awesome 
thing to assert ‘‘l am a Christian.’’ It 
lays on us the burden of proof. It 
demands of us a way of life in which 
Christ would feel comfortable. 


The word, as John was trying to tell 
us, must truly be made flesh. :

Canon lawyers vote on farm labor, women in Church

Noted theologian to CLSA_ 
Seek ways to give Eucharist 
to divorced-remarried Catholics

The indissolubility of marriage and the 
reception of the sacraments by divorced and 
remarried Catholics are ‘‘separable’’ issues, 
according to Jesuit Father Richard A. 
McCormick. 


Making the last major address of the 
four-day convention of the American Canon 
Law Society here, the former president of 
the Catholic Theological Society said that ‘‘a 
practicable public policy of admission of 
some divorced-remarried persons to the 
sacraments need not constitute a challenge 
to the teaching on indissolubility of 
marriage, and thereby weaken the Church’s 
unity in faith and discipline.”’ 


FATHER MC CORMICK said he used the 
word “‘separable’’ by design. “At present at 
the popular level and in the public mind they 
are possibly not separate issues,’’ he added. 


Past Church teaching on indissolubility 
“has. had the effect of inculcating a 
mentality that views indissolubility~ as 
capable of but one pastoral policy where the 
divorced-remarried are concerned.”’ 


He said that to revoke the teaching or 
change the policy will ‘‘harm the common 
good of the Church by seeming to deny or 
weaken one of its substantial teachings.’’ 


FATHER MC CORMICK, who is profes- 
sor of Christian ethics at the Kennedy 
Institute, Georgetown University, gave a 45 
minute paper on ‘‘Indissolubility and the 
Right to the Eucharist—Separate Issues or 
One?’’ in which he traced the history and 
theological background to this ‘‘many sided 
and complex issue.’’ 


The issue, as he described it, examined 
whether those in second canonically 
irregular marriages—and cannot be regular- 
ized— should be excluded from receiving 
Communion. 


“‘Can the Church maintain the doctrine of 
indissolubility and still administer the 
Eucharist to those whose life-status repre- 
sents a violation of this teaching?’’ he asked. 


HE ADMITTED that the answer ‘‘at the 
level of practice’’ varies, which he regretted, 
but he said the quest-is to find out how we 
got there. 


“It is just as theologically—and canonical- 
ly—irresponsible to be warm-hearted but 
wrong-headed as it is humanly irresponsible 
to be cold-hearted and right-headed,’’ he 
said. ““A healthy pastoral policy can exist 
only. if a warm heart is guided by a right 
head—one that does not betray the Lord’s 
teaching.”’ 


He examined the “‘state of sin’’ aspects, 
the symbolization affects on the Church and 
the scandal repercussions. In this connection 
he said that the argument runs that if the 
diyorced-remarried ‘are allowed to receive 
the Eucharist, others will-conclude that it is 
not wrong to marry after divorce, and that 


the Church is eee. her teaching on 
divorce. 


UNDER THESE circumstances the issues 
were neither ‘‘separate’’ nor ‘‘separable’’. 
A change in the traditional pastoral policy 
“‘will necessarily affect corrosively the 
teaching on indissolubility,’’ he added. 


He dealt with the position of those whose 
“‘second union is stable, characterized by 


mutual respect and profound affection, often 


supported by deep Christian attitudes in all 
other spheres of life.’’ To stigmatize this as a 
“state of sin’’ he said, is to ‘‘speak a 
language with little or no resonance in the 
couples’ experience. 


“The official policy which sees second 
marriage as a state of sin also sees this state 
of sin dissolved by a _brother-sister 
relationship,’’ said Father McCormick. ‘‘But 
this has its own serious problems—the grave 
disorders that can arise for a couple and 
their children from an intimate life together 
without any sexual expression.’’ He said 
Gaudium et Spes recognized this in its 
reference to the intimacy of married life. 


HE ALSO SAID this view is in conflict with 
the Church’s stand that intimacy is ‘‘so 
essential to marriage that marriage is not 
consummated without it—and is indeed 
indissoluble.”’ 


The theologian said it is ‘‘fair to say that 
most recent writing favors a policy of 
‘cautious’ readmission of ‘some’ divorced- 
remarried to the sacraments. 


“Tt is true to say that contemporary 
theological writing moves in the direction 
that indissolubility and reception of the 
Eucharist are separate issues, at least in 
some cases,’’ he said. 


HE SAID THE theological justification 
came from two possibilities: (1) an adjusted 
understanding of the meaning of indissolu- 
bility, and (2) the principle of the lesser evil. 


He said, however, that indissolubility 
should be thought of as an absolute moral 
concept, a ‘‘moral ought’’ in the marriage 
union, and a serious obligation on the couple 
to support and strengthen the marriage. 


“Then when a marriage irretrieveably 
breaks down,’’ he said, ‘‘it can be said that 
at least one of the partners has failed to live 
up to the precept of indissolubility. A serious 
disvalue, both personal and social, has 
occured.” 


HE EXPLAINED THAT ‘‘it may be quite 
possible to conceive of the permanence of 
marriage in a way compatible with Christ’s 
command without viewing it in terms of a 
continuing moral and legal vinculum (bond). 
And if this ‘vinculum’ is not. present, then 
the basic reason preventing reception of the 
sacraments disappears.’’ 


“To circumvent ineonsistency, the Church 
would have to abandon her teaching that 
every true marriage between the baptized is 
thereby a sacrament.”’

The Canon Law Society of America passed 
a resolution encouraging the California 
Catholic Conference to continue to take 
“effective steps to see that the Farm Labor 
Law be enforced according to its spirit... 
without favoritism.”’ 


The same resolution, passed by the CLSA 
at their 37th annual convention last week at 
San Diego’s Hotel del Coronado, supported 
the U.S. Catholic bishops in their sup- 
port of the boycotting of certain agricultural 
products until truly fair elections become a 
reality.”’ 

THE CONVENTION also passed resolu- 
tions calling for a 1976 symposium on 
Church law and women, -and for a plan to 
present to the Vatican, through the NCCB, 
“for an office for planning change in the 
Church’’ which will publish a record of 
suggestions received and actions taken. 


On the question of marriage tribunal 
procedures, the canon lawyers called the 
CLSA: to undertake 
study’’ to explore the social and Church 
consequences of laws which restrict validity 
of marriages to Catholic ‘‘canonical form’’. 


Starting with a rallying call by Father 
Bryan Hehir, associate secretary for 
international justice and peace at the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, to follow intensely the 
path of social justice, the 320 delegates to 
the convention applied themselves over four 
days. 

HIGH ON THEIR agenda was the place of 
women in the Church, keynoted by a major 
presentation by Sister Margaret Brennan, 
general superior of the Servants of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, Monroe, Mich., 
on the status of women religious. 


Main burden of her message was on 
behalf of religious women who, she said, still 
suffer from out of date laws and regulations 
made by men. 


“The code of canon law,’’ she said, ‘‘has 
little in common with our lives and,

“‘an interdisciplinary 


regrettably, even less in common with the 
gospel imperative to which we are seeking to 
respond.”’ 


IN A STRONGLY worded report on the 
status of women, the CLSA’s committee, 
headed by Sister Lucy Vasquez, OP, called 
for revisions in Canon Law which still holds 
women as second-class citizens. — 


The report criticized the Pontifical 
Commission for the Code for ‘‘preserving 
inequalities,’’ and particularly criticized the 
views against ordination of women based 
‘‘on the immutability of theological and 
canonical tradition’’. 


Another keynote speaker was Father 
Richard A. McCormick, SJ, of Georgetown 
University who challenged the question of 
the indissolubility of marriage and its 
relationship with reception of the Eucharist 
for those divorced and remarried. 


He argued that the issues are ‘‘separable’’ 
though they may not be ‘‘separate.’’ He 
admitted that at present ‘‘at the popular 
level they are possibly not separate issues.”’ 


THE MEETING included the annual 
“‘Role of Law’’ award which went to Father 
Raymond E. Goedert of Chicago. 


Father Goedert, in his acceptance speech, 
called for reform of matrimonial law. ‘‘It ill 
behooves the Church, in this Bicentennial 
year,’’ he said, ‘‘to preach to a civil society 
on matters of justice, while within our own 
household the scandal persists of under- 
staffed tribunals, untrained personnel and 
underdeveloped jurisprudence.”’ 


He also called for investigation to ‘‘what 
precisely makes marriage a sacrament, 
particularly when the spouses who happen to 
be baptized have long since abandoned the 
practice of their faith.’ 


PARISH PRIESTS, he said, repeatedly 
confronted with this kind of situation, “‘are 
forced either to refuse to marry such couples 
or be a party to what our traditional moral 
theology would consider a ‘sacrilegious 
act.’ ’’ (See related story, page 17.) — 


Nuns find Church law ‘little 
in common’ with their lives

The code of canon law ‘‘has little in 
common with our lives and, regrettably, 
even less in common with the gospel 
imperative to which we are seeking to 
respond.”’ 


Sister Margaret Brennan in a major 
address to the’37th annual convention of the 
American Canon Law Society here said that 
sisters ‘‘all too frequently find themselves in 
conflict’’ with the code. 


“FOR SOME WOMEN their nonadmis- 
sion to orders by Canon Law is an ambiguous 
statement of the inferiority of women 
Christians as Christians,’’ she said. 


“To say, they argue, that any Christian is 
incapable by nature of receiving all the 
sacraments, incapable by nature. of full 
participation in the mystery of Christ, 
prophet, priest, king, is to say that there are 
two grades of Christians, complete and 
partial ones, first class and second class, 
superior and inferior, integral and defec- 
tive.”’ 

Sister Brennan spoke on the third day. of 
the four-day convention, on a schedule 
changed so that she could attend the funeral 
of one of her community—24 years old—who 
had committed suicide. Sister Brennan 
briefly referred to the tragedy as one which 
besets young people ‘‘whose ideals are often 
beyond the reach of their reckoning, who 
have the strength and the fragility of fine 
crystal.”’ 


THE QUESTION of ordination of women 
was a brief segment in a 50-minute 
presentation which dealt principally with the 
status of religious women in the Church and 
the continued restrictions placed by Canon 
Law on their freedom. 


Referring to ordination she said: ‘‘Already 
responsible biblical and theological opinion 
has reached some consensus that there are 
no clear biblical or theological objections to 
the ordination of women,”’ 


Then, in an oblique reference to the 


statement by Archbishop Joseph Bernardin 
(Tuesday), she added, “‘I am aware of the 
contrary expression which has just come 
from the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops.”’ 


SHE SAID WOMEN in certain areas of 


apostolic activity are the ‘‘Natural and 
obvious ministers.’’ She instanced counsel- 
ors in prisons, chaplains in hospitals ‘‘who 
cannot administer the sacrament of healing”’ 
in their fully recognized integrity. She also 


‘suggested that the shortage of ministers in 


mission lands could be helped by women 
ordained ministers. 


The general superior of the Servants of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary spent consider- 
able time on the impediments to religious. 
‘‘Although 10 years have passed since the 
Vatican Council,’’ she said, ‘‘at no public 
forum has the renewal of contemplative life 
in orders of women been given a hearing, or 
attracted any committed attention.’’ 


She said that on the contrary ‘‘an 
incredible maze of legislation and legalism 
has so tangled and tormented their efforts 
that even now the attempt to articulate the 
meaning of their experience is as formidable 
as the law of enclosure which still defines 
their lives.”’ 


SHE ASKED WHETHER ‘‘the life and 
mission of so many committed, and 
consecrated persons can be so summarily 
dismissed’’ as in the enclosure from the 
Sacred Congregation for Religious explain- 
ing the document Venite Seorsum, which 
reaffirmed belief in the “‘papal cloister.’’ 


She criticized the slowness of legislation, 
stating that the call for renewal in Sponsa 
Christi of 1950, followed by Perfectae 
Caritas in 1966 marked the first ‘‘radical 
change of direction in nearly 1,400 years.’’ 


“*To place barriers of legalism that forbid 
and frustrate the freedom to be led by God to 
live in the Church, to witness to mission, is 
not only to impoverish the mission of the 
Church but to ignore the vocations of 
thousands of women. 


SHE SAID THESE women stand firm “‘in 
the recognition of those imprisoned in the 
insensitive exercise of their office which is 
essentially pastoral, and a_ refusal to 
abandon them to an irresponsible exercise of 
that. office without making every effort to 
enlighten and to educate them.”’ 


She said that ‘‘the most crippling barrier 
to meaningful cooperation lies in the 


bureaucratization and structurization of our . 


over-institutionalized Church.”’

The Kingmaker 


Samuel selects the 
first of the kings 
of the people of Israel

Samuel grew up. in the savage and 
precarious period of the Judges. Marvelous- 
ly endowed by both nature and grace, he was 
already in his prime when the battle of 


Aphec put an end to the independence of his 


little nation. 


He had grown up in the service of the 
priests at Silo, and from there his reputation 
had spread among the people. He was 
known far and wide as a prophet, a true man 
of God, one who could make known with 
sureness the divine will. 


HIS MOST far-reaching contribution was 
the development of a unified national 
consciousness among the Israelites. He put 
the final touches on the political evolution 
which was to substitute for the enervating 
separatism of individual tribes, a national 
union under one head endowed with stable 
power. Equally important, being himself a 
prophet, he had established alongside this 
soon-to-emerge secular authority the coun- 
terforce of a religious and prophetical 
ministry. 

In a nation like Israel there could be but 
one supreme authority: God. There was no 
room for an all-powerful kind who 
recognized no authority above his own. It 
was this apparent conflict of authority— 
Yahweh versus a human king—which made 
Samuel hesitate when the people asked him 
to select a king for them. 


God helped him to resolve the conflict and 


sanctioned the choice of Saul as the first king . 


of Israel. The latter carried out his 
immediate duties with distinction, but in the 
end he turned out to be one of the most 
tragic figures in all of human history. 


- ITIS QUITE otherwise with his successor, 
David. He was the darling of his people and 
became the ideal king of Israel, to whom 
future ages looked back with a sigh. So much 
did they idolize him, in fact, that when 
divinely inspired hopes for a Messiah took 
definite shape, those hopes were expressed 
in terms of the Davidic ideal. The Messiah 
would be no less than another David! And in 
truth, David did deserve their love and 
admiration, in spite of his frankly chronicled 
faults. 


For some time after escaping from the 
dangerous presence of the unbalanced Saul, 
he led a sort of Robin Hood existence with a 
band of faithful followers. His prestige, 
already great at the court of Saul, increased 
during these years. He had been designated 
by Samuel as Saul’s successor, and 
immediately after the king’s death, he was 
proclaimed king at Hebron by the members 
of his own tribe of Judah. 


This week in Insights 


As might have been expected, the 
northern tribes were reluctant to accept 
another southerner as king. It took them 
more than seven years to admit that, 
southerner or no, here was a, man they 
simply could not refuse to have as their 
ruler. They became one under his scepter, 
and under his strong rule the little nation 
scaled hitherto undreamed-of heights. 


THEY DEFEATED the Philistines and 
captured the important city of Jerusalem. It 
became the City of David, but also the City 
of God. David had the Ark of the Covenant 
brought with great pomp to the new capital, 
which thus became the religious as well as 
the political center of the nation. 


A rich liturgy was not long in developing, 
now .that circumstances favored it, and 
Yahweh was worshiped in grand style 
around the symbol of his presence, the 
Tabernacle (tent) wherein the Ark was 
enshrined. This “‘official’’ worship did not 
immediately supplant that of the popular 
shrines throughout the country, but it 
certainly overshadowed them. 


Israel seemed to have come of age 
overnight—too quickly, really, for its own 
good. The old rivalries among the tribes 
could not be snuffed out just like that! The 
principle of unity which held them together 
temporarily was the personal power and 
prestige of David. 


WHEN THIS began to wane, cracks 
appeared in the structure he had so 
laboriously erected. The second half of his 
reign was marred by a_ succession of 
misfortunes, misfortunes arising from his 
own human weakness and from _ the 
passionate ambitions of his sons. 


His downward glide began with his 
adultery with Bathsheba, his’ pretty next- 
door neighbor. It must be said to David’s 
credit, however, that when the prophet 
Nathan took him to task he repented 
sincerely and did penance with really 
touching humility. : 

A series of family scandals darkened 
David’s last years, but he was undoubtedly 
the greatest of the kings of Israel. An always 
victorious soldier and statesman, he was also 
a sincere and enthusiastic ‘‘servant of 
Yahweh”’ who contributed, to the limit of his 
means, to the development of the cult of his 
God. 


Nevertheless, he was not unscathed by the 
customs of his times, as his sins attest. But 
these nasty shadows on his character did not 
eclipse the sparkle of his personality or the 
brilliance of his basic goodness, and in the 
writings of later biblical authors we meet 
him as the ideal king. 


Father John J. Castelot, SS, in his theme article, traces the events that led to the 
selection of Saul as King of the Israelites, and of David as his successor. He comments 
on the quality of kingship as seen by the Israelites. 

Russell Shaw draws contemporary lesson of political morality from the same sources, 
pointing to the responsibilities, moral as well as social, of high office. 


Father Carl Pfeifer, SJ, offers personal insights to the study of the Bible in the family 


with suggestions to help beginners. 


Father Joseph Champlin relates the weakness and sin of the Old Testament leaders to 
our own sinfulness today and contrasts our attitudes to sinfulness. He shows how the 
new Rite of Penance is designed to stimulate our awareness of sin.

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Political Morality 


Both leaders and people 
must show obedience 
to God's will for them 


. By Russell Shaw 


In the Old Testament, history and 
psychology are consistently interpreted in 
light of theology. The purpose is to probe 
beyond the surface of events and personali- 
ties in order to reach a deeper insight into 
God’s will of His people. 


This is strikingly true of the first book of 
Samuel, where the working out of God’s plan 
is depicted in some of the most. critical 
events in Israel’s history and in the lives of 
several of the Old Testament’s most 
remarkable figures. The story contains a 
lesson on the use and abuse of political 
power as timely as Watergate and far more 
lasting in its implications. 

POLITICALLY, THE narrative concerns a 
drastic transition—from the loose tribal 
confederation of the Israelites to the creation 
of a strong monarchy. Difficult in the best of 
times, this transition was all the more 
dramatic because it was provoked by and 
carried out in the face of continual warfare 
with the better organized, better armed 
Philistines. 


The lesson of political morality taught 
here is both simple and profound. Both 
leaders and people are subject to judgment 
by higher standards than expediency or 
profit. The ultimate moral norm of political 
leadership—as of everything else in human 
life—is obedience to God’s will. 


Three striking figures dominate the story: 
Samuel, Saul and David. 


SAMUEL WAS the last of the Israelite 
tribal judges but, clearly, he was also 
something more. Events surrounding his 
birth and special consecration to the Lord 
pick him out as one who is to play a special 
role in the divine plan. 

His absolute integrity and incorruptibility 
are emphasized. He is shown performing 


priestly and prophetic functions. All this 


makes it clear that, in legitimizing the 
people’s desire for a king and identifying 
first Saul and then David for this role, he was 
indeed acting as God’s instrument. 


But Samuel himself has mixed feelings 
toward the monarchy. He accepts it but he 
has misgivings about it. ‘‘Samuel was 
displeased when they asked for a king to 
judge them.”’ The point, here and in what is 
to follow, is clear enough. God’s people are 
not to have rulers on the model of the pagan 
kings who set themselves up as demigods. 


KINGS AND people alike are to be God’s 
obedient servants. If they fail in this—and 
failure occurs all too soon—they offend God 
and subvert the political order itself. 


In many respects Saul measured up to the 
high standards demanded of him who would 
be king of God’s people. Even his physical 
appearance was striking. ‘“‘There was no 
other Israelite handsomer than Saul; he 
stood head and shoulders above the 
people.’”” He was brave to the point of 


ry 


audacity and capable of charismatic leader- 
ship. 

But in many ways he also fell tragically 
short of the moral requirements of political 
leadership. The narrative tells of episodes of 
extreme emotional instability—fits of rage 
and moods of deep depression—which 
suggest that in contemporary jargon Saul 


might have been classed as a manic-depres- 


sive. 


MORE SERIOUS, he took it upon himself 
to go against God’s commands when it was 
convenient or profitable to do so. His 
performance amply justified Samuel’s initial 
doubts about the monarchy and led to a 
complete and irr. concilable break between 
the two men. 


Still the conditions which had first called 
for the monarchy persisted. In these 
circumstances Samuel recognized that God’s 
choice of one to unify and lead his people 
had passed from Saul to David, and even 
more gifted and charismatic personality. 


David is the Old Testament’s model 
political leader: True, he was far from 
perfect. As we know from the subsequent 
narrative in the second book of Samuel, he 
was capable of serious transgressions 
against God’s law. But sinning, he repented. 
He reaffirmed his commitment to God, and 
God continually reaffirmed His commitment 
to him and to the people he led. 


AT THE END of the first book of Samuel, 
Saul is dead and the way is open for David, 
long persecuted and pursued by Saul, to 
ascend to the monarchy. But the political 
and military situation of the Israelites is 


_ weak and ominous. It is a moment of 


supreme peril. The permanent tension 
between hope and threat in Samuel’s words 
about the political order is clear. 

“If you fear the Lord and worship Him, if 
you are obedient to Him and do not rebel 


“against the Lord’s command, if both you and 


the king who rules you follow the Lord your 


God—well and good. But if you do not obey - 


the Lord and if you rebel against His 
command, the Lord will deal severely with 
you and your king, and destroy you.” 


There is an enormous difference between 
the ordering of political life in the Israel of 
Samuel, Saul and David and the political 
scene. in contemporary America. Yet 
political and public morality is as urgerit an 
issue today as it was then. Admitting all the 
complexities of the current scene, one still 
arrives at the same conclusion. Politics is not 
an amoral business where ‘‘anything goes.”’ 


ULTIMATELY, political life is judged by 
the same norm as the rest of life: obedience 
to the will of God. That is a sobering 
thought, both for those who seek roles of 


political leadership and for all of us who . 


share responsibility for choosing our political 
leaders. Are we ready, even today, for the 
revolutionary notion that good politics 
demands good morality? :

A King is Chosen 


Samuel called the people together to the Lord at Mizpah and addressed the Israelites: 
‘Thus says the Lord, the God of Israel, ‘It was I who brought Israel up from Egypt and 
delivered you from the power of the Egyptians and from the power of all the kingdoms 
that oppressed you.’ But today you have rejected your God who delivers you from all your 
calamities and said to him, ‘Not so, but you ‘must appoint a king over us.’ 

‘Now, therefore, take your stand before the Lord according to tribes and families.” 
So Samuel had all the tribes of Israel come forward and the tribe of Benjamin was 
chosen. Next he had the tribe of Benjamin come forward in clans, and the clan of Matri 
was chosen, and finally Saul, son of Kish, was chosen. But they looked for him in vain. 

Again they consulted the Lord, ‘‘Has he come here?’’ The Lord answered, ‘‘He is 
hiding among the baggage.’’ They ran to bring him there and when he stood among the 
people he was head and shoulders above all the crowd. 

Samuel said to the people, ‘‘Do you see the man whom the Lord has chosen? There is 
none like him among all the people!’’ Then all the people shouted, ‘‘Long live the 


king!”’ 


Samuel next explained to the people the law of royalty and wrote it in a book which he 
placed in the presence of the Lord. This done, Samuel dismissed the people, each to his 
own place. Saul also went home to Gibeah, accompanied by warriors whose hearts the 


Lord had touched.

Taking the Bible Home 
Scripture reading _ 
can be part of 

the family routine

Several weeks ago I was in San Antonio for 
a parish religious education workshop. Old 
friends from Washington invited me to their 
home for dinner after the workshop was 
over. It was. good to be with them again. 


As we sat down for dinner, 14-year-old 
Peter picked up the Bible. He read a short 
passage which he had selected. When he 
finished, we paused for a moment of silent 
reflection before saying grace. Then we had 
a delicious meal and a delightful time 
together. 7 


THE BIBLE reading seemed such a 


natural part of eating with them. As Peter 
was reading, I remembered almost 10 years 


back, when they lived down the street from © 


me in Washington. All five children were a 
decade. younger then, but the Bible reading 
was already part of the family meal. 


As the children grew, it was part of the 
family routine for each of the children to take 
a turn at reading a brief Biblical passage 
before dinner—at least on: Sundays and 
special celebrations like birthdays. Now that 
they are older, they may select passages 
which they particularly like or which seem to 
fit the occasion.’ _ 


Icould not help but think of how the Bible 
had been such a normal part of daily life in 
their family for so many years. The children 
grew up with Scripture as naturally as they 
grew up with food and conversation at 
dinner. 

NOT EVERY family would feel comfort- 
able with a Bible reading before their 
evening meal. But my friends’ practice fits 


their family well and suggests how simply a. 


family can gradually become more familiar 
with the Bible. 


Other friends in nearby Hyattsville, Md., 
take another approach. Their children are 
still young, five and three years old. The 
parents often write out a brief Bible 
quotation on a slip of paper. The quote is 
displayed in the kitchen on the refrigerator 
door by means of a small magnet.

The children see the quote many times a 
day and from time to time the parents will 
read it to them. If it is a brief prayer—for 


example, from a Psalm—the whole family . 


prays'it together when they happer to bump 
into each other at the refrigerator. 


STILL ANOTHER family of friends has no 


pattern at all of introducing the Bible into 
family life. But they do sit down from time to 
time and talk about a Scripture passage. 
Usually this is occasioned by a visit from the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses to the front door, or 
when one of the children has a question, or if 
something comes up on TV about the Bible. 


The particular way families bring the 
Bible into their homes is less important than 
the fact that they do. The experiences of my 
friends suggest that with a little imagination 
and effort, the Bible can become a part of 
daily family living rather than just gather 


dust on a book shelf. And one doesn’t need . 


to be a Bible scholar to do_so. : 
What one does need is a conviction that 

the Bible is important to one’s family. Once 

that conviction is shared by parents, then 


they need only plunge in and work out. 


simple ways of becoming more familiar with 
the Bible. _ 

AT FIRST there will be much that seems 
foreign, confusing, even meaningless. But 
even at the start passages will be found that 
are readily understood and very beautiful. 


Perhaps one of the easiest ways is to use . 


the Missal or Missalette as a guide. On a 
given Sunday try to find one phrase, one 
quotation that says something to you. It may 
be in one of the Readings at Mass, or one of 
the Psalms recited between the. Readings. 


If only one sentence makes sense to you, 


learn it. Use it in the family as a prayer 
during the week, or talk about it, or have one 


- of the children write it out, or draw it. Hang 


it up somewhere if you wish. You already 
have made a start. It can be fun. 


And 10 years from now your family, like 
my friends in San Antonio, may find the 


life.

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A Living Parish 
Have men grown 
insensitive to sin and 
rationalize it away?

- Human nature does not seem to change 
much over the centuries. The temptations, 
weaknesses and failures we read about in 
the Old Testament days of Saul and David 
are not radically different from those of the 
1970s. 


Saul became jealous’ of David. He grew 
very angry and resentful when crowds 
praised the young leader by singing, “‘Saul 
has slain his thousands, and David his ten 
thousands.’’ The King likewise raged in his 
house over the youth’s popularity and 
eventually sought to kill him. 


DAVID, LATER, also knew weakness and 
sin. He took another man’s wife and then, as 
is often the case, compounded this fall by 
arranging for the wronged husband’s death. 


Critics warned both Saul and David, 
‘pricked their consciences, told them they 
were wrong. 


Jonathon pleaded with his father, Saul: 
“Let not your majesty sin against his servant 
David.”’ 


THE PROPHET Nathan told David: ‘‘You 
are the man!...Why have you spurned the 
Lord and done evil in his sight?’’ 


Some observers of the contemporary 
scene like psychiatrist Karl Menninger 
‘believe we need a few more Jonathans and 
Nathans today. They feel that modern men 
and women, for various reasons, have grown 
insensitive to sin and either are not aware of 
their moral faults or too easily rationalize 
them away. 

An appendix in the new Rite for Penance 
contains an examination of conscience which 
might help in this regard. 

IN A POSITIVE, but pointed way, it 
examines three divine commands: “‘You 


shall love the Lord your God with your whole 


heart,’’ ‘‘Love one another as I have loved 


” 


' you,’’ and ‘‘Be perfect as your Father is 


perfect.’’ Under each mandate, the examin- 
ation poses a lengthy series of questions 


designed to stimulate our consciences and 
increase our awareness of sin. 


I think Roman Catholics might find daily 
use of this section an excellent moral . 
sensitizer in their individual lives. The 
appendix includes 24 paragraphs of ques- 
tions. Taking one each night could, in a 
month’s time, lead the concerned individual 
to a much keener view of what it means to be 
a Christian. 


Here are samplings of that text: 


UNDER NUMBER I, ‘‘You shall love the 
Lord your God with your whole heart’’: 


“Is my heart set on God, so that I really 
love him above all things and am faithful to 
his commandments, as a son loves his 
father?

Bp. Mahony denies farm election bias

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (NC)—Bishop Roger M. Mahony, 
auxiliary of Fresno and chairman of the California 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board, has strongly denied that 
there has been bias in the administration of secret ballot 
elections among farm workers in the state. 


The bishop said in an interview here that the parties 
involved in the application of the recently enacted State 
Agricultural Labor Relations Act ‘‘had various expectations 
from this new law.’’ 


“The Teamsters’ union, the United Farm Workers of 
America (UFWA), and the growers, I believe, expected that 
the law would do various things and usually things that would 
“Consequently, they felt that 
somehow their own goals and objectives would be met 
through this bill. 


“REALISTICALLY, that is not going to happen. Therefore, 
if some goals and objectives of the parties are not being met, 
it is very easy to accuse the board of being biased. There is a 
conflict type of arrangement connected with this. bill. 


“It is going to take some time for parties who have been 
very bitterly at war with one another to be at peace—at least, 
in the short run. I think people forget that this battle has gone 
on for 10 years. Somehow they expected it to all be settled in 
three days after the bill was passed, and became 
effective.

which are set before us. We will then let the chips fall where 
they may and we will rule on the items as we see them 
happen.”’ 


BISHOP MAHONY said his board has two main 
responsibilities: ““The conducting of secret ballot elections’’ 
and “‘the trying of unfair labor practice charges.”’ 


“With regard to the secret ballot election process,’’ the 
bishop said, “‘the results after the first month have been 
relatively good. We must remember that when this law 
became effective, Aug. 29, we had only a two or three week 
lead-in time to prepare for its implementation. Secondly, it 
became effective during the very height of the harvest 
season. 


“Since there was no precedent for this kind of law, the new 
board and its staff were really not fully prepared for the 
various types of problems that were encountered in those first 
two or three weeks. Also, this law requires that elections be 
held in a period of time not to exceed seven days. 


“¥T’S INTERESTING to note that the California Farm 
Labor Board has conducted in one month as many elections as 
the National Labor Relations Board conducted in its entire 
first year of operation, and the NLRB had a two-year start on 
preparation time, and had 1,000 people employed when the 
law went into effect.’’ 


On the controversial free-access ruling, which aims at 
allowing union representatives contact with farm workers and 
which has been opposed by many growers, the bishop said: 
“The board is continuing to press for its implementation, 
inasmuch as the California ,Supreme Court has presently 
upheld its constitutionality.”’ 


““We have had difficulties in lower courts and in sheriff’s 
departments over compliance with the access rule, but we 
continue to use every available opportunity to deal with those 
concerns.’” 


The bishop said despite the current tensions in ‘‘the 


learning process” in administering the new law, ‘‘peace will 
eventually come to our agricultural fields.”’

Women’s ordination furor 


Bishops accused of 


WASHINGTON (NC)—Responses of various Catholic 
women’s groups to the reaffirmation of the Church’s ban on 
women priests by the head of the U.S. bishops’ conference 
range from acceptance of his statement as one voice in debate 
on the issue to outright rejection of it. 


Sister Dorothy Donnelly, a Sister of St. Joseph, president 
of the National Coalition of American Nuns (NCAN), called 
the statement by Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, president of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops (NCCB), (SC, Oct. 9) ‘‘nothing but a canonization of 
history:’’ 


SHE ADDED: ‘‘Two thousand years worth of not doing 
something is to my mind a narrow view of tradition.’’ She 
described tradition as ‘‘the living action of the Holy Spirit in 
history’’ and as something now going on. , 


“Tf the Holy Spirit seems to be calling and giving gifts for 
ordination to women, what reason do we have to restrict the 
_action of the Holy Spirit?’’ Sister Donnelly asked.

Jesuit Father William R. Callahan, national secretary of 
Priests for Equality, a newly formed organization of 450 
priests whose charter affirms that men and women have a 
right to equal opportunity for ordination, said that Archbishop 
Bernardin’s statement ‘‘has set the stage for a full Roman 
Catholic discussion of this issue.”’ 


Father Callahan referred to Archbishop Bernardin’s 
citation of the committee statement that the present exclusion 
of women from ordination will continue until a contrary 
theological development takes place leading to a clarifying 
statement from the magisterium. 


“NEITHER THE committee report nor Archbishop 
Bernardin,’’ he said, “do more than hint at the positive ‘signs 
of the times’ which suggest that just such a contrary

theological development pointing toward ordination of women 
is taking place at this very time.”’ 


Among such signs, Father Callahan cited: 


—‘‘The centuries-old unanimity of canonists and 
theologians that exclusion of women is ‘absolute and of divine 
origin’ has crumbled; 


—‘‘Biblical and theological studies are revealing not only a 
lack of support for continued exclusion of women, but are 
showing, with new clarity, the liberating call of Jesus;”’ 


—‘‘Many caring, highly qualified women are hearing a call 
to ordination, and are thereby calling the ‘Spirit-guided 
Church,’ to reconsider. past discipline in the light of this 
higher call.’’ 


Frances McGillicuddy, press officer of the U.S. branch of 
St. Joan’s International Alliance, a 64-year-old Catholic 
women’s rights organization, said that ‘“‘the rights being 
violated are the rights of the Holy Spirit to blow where he or 
she wishes. What the bishops are saying in the case of a 
young woman who feels that she has a calling to the 
priesthood is that the Holy Spirit goofed.”’ 


Sister Margaret Traxler, a School Sister of Notre Dame and 
director of the Institute of Women Today, a Chicago-based 
women’s rights organization, said she is glad the bishops 
“*have assumed a role in the debate. Had they been silent, it. 
would mean they were not willing to enter into debate.”’ 


THE BISHOPS’ ENTRY into dialogue on the issue, Sister 
Traxler said, means. ‘‘they want ongoing discussion.”’ 


(Sister Traxler has declined to serve as an adviser on 
women’s affairs at the coming assembly of the World Council 
of Churches (WCC) because of ‘‘discrimination against 
women’”’ in the Roman Catholic Church. 


(In a letter made public recently, Sister Traxler told the 
WCC: 


[*] MUST DECLINE because as a Roman Catholic I must 
ask myself how I can be ‘Advisor on Women’s Affairs’ when 
my Church does not grant even minor orders or voice and vote 
in any key decision-making body.’’) 


Sister Ruth McGoldrick, a Sister of Providence and 
executive director of the Sister Formation Conference, an 
organization of those concerned with the training of Sisters, 
said she was not surprised by Archbishop Bernardin’s 
statement. ‘‘Historically,’’ she added, ‘‘the greatest defense 
of a long-held position often comes just before a 
breakthrough.”’ i :

Parishes begged: take refugees

diocese have already responded tremen- 
dously to the plight of the refugees. 


‘The resettlement effort of this diocese, 
according to United States Catholic Confer- 
ence (USCC) statistics, has been the second 
largest of any diocese in the nation, 
exceeded. only by Los Angeles,’’ he said. 


Fifty of the 172 parishes in the diocese 
have sponsored families. ‘‘Leading the list,’’ 
said Helen Ettorre, refugee office director, 
“is Mission San Luis Rey sponsoring eight 
families.”’ 


NEXT ON HER list is St. Catherine of 
Alexandria, Riverside, with four families, 
followed by St. James of Solana Beach and 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, Ramona, with 
three families each. 


Parishes sponsoring two families, accord- 
ing to the refugee office list, include All 
Hallows, La Jolla; Our Lady of Grace, El 
Cajon; St. John, Encinitas; and the 
Immaculata, St. Patrick’s and Holy Spirit, all 
in San Diego. f 

Msgr. Doran also said that reports of large 
numbers of refugees on state*welfare rolls 
were not true as far as refugees resettled by 
his office are concerned. 


“LESS THAN 20 per cent of the refugees 
we have placed are on welfare. And they 
are on welfare because they just can’t seem 
to get along with their sponsor (in many 
cases more than one sponsor) and we have 


had no choice but to refer them to welfare.”’ 


So far the diocesan resettlement office has 
spent $66,236.67 in direct aid to 97 refugee 
families. ‘“The money comes from the USCC 
after we have gone through a mountain of 
paperwork and provided them with copies of 
bills, receipts, etc.,’’ Msgr. Doran said. 


He pointed out the question of supporting 
a refugee family is another reason parish 
sponsorship is almost mandatory. *‘We can 
provide some financial relief for a sponsor, 
but it is not an easy process. 


“AND SO FAR, most of the parish 
sponsors have taken on a refugee family 
without asking for-a penny from our office,’’ 
he said. 


The diocesan office will remain open, 
Msgr. Doran explained, at least until next 
summer. ‘“‘When Pendleton is closed we will 
still be resettling refugees through Fort 
Chaffee and we will be providing casework 
services for the refugee families our office 
has resettled. 


‘*Problems are going to arise and our staff 
will be working to solve them.’’ Areas where 
problems can occur and are expected 
include employment, education, housing, 
legal problems, illness and countless others. 


‘‘After the resettlement part of our 
program is over, it does not mean our job is 
finished,’’ Msgr. Doran said. ““The refugees 
will need our constant attention and help for 
a long time to come.”’ 


Pastor's point of view 


U.S. land of the free—‘maybe, 
but don't take it for granted’

The village barber looked out from under a 
pair of grey bushy eyebrows and smiled a 
very warm welcome. We hadn’t met for a 
full 12 months. 

He was a kindly man, friendly and like 
most barbers, talkative. He was an avid 
reader of papers and magazines and was 
well equipped with a lot of ready answers on 
current topics. His shop was busy, brisk and 
never silent for the tangled web of 
conversation went on eternally. 


IT WAS EVENING when I dropped in to 
see him and the last customer was in the 
chair, a middle-aged man with a semi-bald 
pate. After this he would call it a day and 
lock up. 

It wasn’t long before he and I were alone 
in the strange silence of a barber shop. He 
tidied up, boxed his equipment and lit a tall 
cigar. He didn’t smoke cigars very often, but 


a tourist from Philadelphia was a customer: 


that day and he gave a cigar to the friendly, 
talkative barber. I learned this at the local 
pub for it was there I met that same tourist 
fondling a pint of cold ale. . 

Free at last to indulge in the art of 
conversation the barber looked happy and 
relaxed. After a few perfunctory remarks 
about the weather, the North of Ireland, the 
Middle East and sundry troubled spots 
around the globe, he threw a curve. From 


behind a trail of cigar smoke came this — 
question: ‘‘How are things in the land of the— 


free and the home of the brave?”’ 


HE ASSURED ME the question was being 
_asked in all sincerity. After all, the U.S. was 
home for his nearest and dearest. He has a 
brother in the Bronx, a sister in South 
Boston, a first cousin who is a Jesuit in 
Chicago, and he has nephews and nieces 
scattered along the eastern seaboard 
between Maine and Miami. 

There was no question about his love for 
the United States of America. He simply 
wanted to talk about this great giant of a 
country. Right now he was doing all the 
talking and I was prepared to listen to 
impressions of life in the United States. as 
told by the news media and interpreted by 
an Irish barber. 

He was good on Watergate. In fact, he 
was so good I thought I might come away 


with a solution to the mystery of the. 


18-minute gap in the White House tapes. He 


thought the American people, by and large, 
were very honest and very open. He thought 
the news media had the facts and fed them 
to the public without mercy or compassion. 


HE SPOKE ABOUT the. president, 
Kissinger, detente and the wheat fiasco with 
Russia. He didn’t say much about Earl Butz, 
which is I suppose, just as well. 

He was very strong on segregation but 
thought bussing children around cities was 
stupid. Schools and churches are an integral 
part of our neighborhood communities and 
we should try to build up these communities 
rather than tear them down. Bussing 
children around town helps no one. 

The good barber is a man of deep religious 
convictions and has the highest respect for 
all creeds. He was very concerned about the 


‘impact of religion in the United States and 
particularly the impact made by the Catholic 
Church. He was not at all sure that Catholics 
were not regarded as second class citizens. 


HE SEEMED TO know all about the 
Supreme Court and how it scoffs at the 
rights of Catholic parents regarding the 
education of their children, a right firmly 
rooted in the Constitution. He did not think 
religion in the United States made very 
much of an impact on the social structure: 
He cited the high divorce rate, the high 
crime rate, the horrendous evil of abortion 
and the new permissive trends. 

He laid the blame on our permissive 
socialist courts and legislatures, especially. 
our Supreme Court and on the apathy of the 
average Christian laymen to express his 
dissent. He didn’t think America was 
morally strong anymore. 

It was time to part so I reassured him 
again that the United States is still ‘the land 
of the free and the home of the brave.’’ He 
paused, rubbed his chin and said: ‘‘Maybe, 
but don’t take it for granted.’’

ADULT RELIGIOUS EDUCATION by Leon 
McKenzie. W. Mystic Ct., Twenty-Third 
Publications. 161 pages, $4.95 pb. 


Adult education is very popular these 
days, and the high schools and colleges 
report large turn outs.
